It is gratifying to note that the St. Louis merchants who 
are touring through Texas are doing effective work for the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition. The Texas Legislature failed 
to make an appropriation for the Exposition on account of a 
constitutional prohibition. It is possible that this may be 
overcome, but the probability is that the money for the 
Texas exhibit will have to be raised by voluntary contribu- 
tions. 

That Texas will have an exhibit is not to be doubted. The 
sentiment of Texas people will not permit their great state 
to fail of its due representation among the states of the 
Union. The recent rapid development of the resources of the 
state and its marvelous prosperity constitute the strongest 
possible reasons for a great Texas exhibit. It will be an op- 
portunity to make its resources known that the state cannot 
afford to miss.

POWER FROM GARBAGE 


While American cities study to destroy garbage, English 
municipalities are demonstrating its great usefulness if intel- 
ligently turned to account, 

The city waste and refuse are turned into steam power, and 
the benefit is in a substantial reduction of the cost of mu- 
nicipal lighting, pumping, etc. 

It is merely a question of the transformation of energy and 
| chemical science seems equal to the most surprising tasks. 

In Great Britain 115 towns dispose of garbage by incinera- 
tion. Of these, 70 utilize the power so generated. In Darwen, 
a city of 40,000 inhabitants, ail the power used for city light- 
ing is obtained from burning refuse. Houstanton, a village of 
1500. destroys three and a half tons of garbage a day. The 
energy released is employed to pump the entire water supply 
of the town. The system is in use in several districts of 
London, and a $1,000,000 lighting plant is now in course of 
construction, to be operated wholly or in part by this means, 


officers and men, 148,948 animals, 411 guns, 3012 vehicles and 
360,028 tons of stores. The cost of it all up to date 1s 
$750,000, 000. 

The losses in killed and wounded are heavier than in the 
Crimean war, while the cost is already double that of that 
struggle, and it must be remembered that the South African 
war, not yet concluded, has been going on only 18 months, 
while the Crimean lasted four years.

COMMITTEE HAS NO FIGURES 


Council Members Cannot Find Out But- 
ler’s Profit on Reduction of 
City Garbage. 


The Council committee on sanitary affairs 
wiil submit its report on the question of a 
municipal garbage reduction plant at Tues- 
day evening's meeting of the Council. 

The members of the committee have found 
it impossible to learn the cost of operation 
of the present plant, owned by the St. Louls 
Sanitary Co., and will so state in their re- 
port. The report will further state that the 
services of an expert in the question of gar- 
bage reduction will be necessary in order 
to obtain the desired figures. 

The committee has taken the health com- 


missioner and other city officials into its 
conferences, but has found that none of 
them know the cost of operating the piant 
or the approximate profit made by its own- 
ers. The owners of the plant and those in 
& position to know the figures have re- 
fused to furnish them to the committee. 
The figures showing the cost of the work 
to the city are the only ones which have 
been accessiblé to the committee. The com- 
mittee found that the amount of garbage 
reduced increased from more than 30,000 tons 
in 1892 to more than 76.000 tons in 1900, and 
was able to learn the increased cost to the 
city, but was unable to find how greatly 
the cost of handiing the refuse was in- 
creased to the compa 
‘We found it tm Bhosdlbte to get the infor- 
ation we wanted from the owners of the 
plaat,”’ said Councilman Sheehan, chairman 
of t the committee, to the Post-Dispatch. 
“Neither the health comissioner nor any 
other city official possesses the information 
which we desire, and our report, while it 
will make definite recommendations, will 
not recommend final action.’

WILL SELL PANAMA CANAL. 


President Hutin Says There Will Be 
an Early Close of the Deal. 

NEW YORK, May 14.—President Maurice 
Hiutin of the Panama Canal company, Is 
in this city. He came to America three 
months ago from Paris, with the object 
of selling the canal to the United States 
government. He has made a visit of in- 
spection along the canal route from Colon 
to Panama and has spent some time in 
Washington. 

“I am unable to state at present the na- 
ture of the proposals I have made to the 
government or what has been done in 
the matter,"’ said he yesterday. ‘““The cana] 
commission will finish its discussion of the 
question in a few days and then I shajl 
be at liberty to talk. 

“As the canal stands now it would take 
about seven years to complete. Most of 
the difficulties complained of have been 
done away with and it is a practical 
scheme. 

“At Culebra, where there was a deal of 
blasting to be done, excavations have been 
made to @ depth of eixty meters.”
